M6 chaos 
trucker 
had been 
drinking 

A HUNGARIAN national 
has admitted driving a lorry 
the wrong way down the M6 
while more than twice the 
drink-drive limit. 

Pal Korbely was not 
driving with lights though it 
was around 10.30pm as the 
lorry brought chaos to the 
northbound carriageway on 
Saturday. He had left Hilton 
Park Services by the wrong 
sliproad and drove for three 
miles. The chaos came to an 
end when three concerned 
lorry drivers formed a barri¬ 
cade in order to stop the 50- 
year-old at Junction 10. 

Risk 

At Birmingham Magis¬ 
trates Court on Monday, 
Korbely pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving and 
driving with excess alcohol. 

District judge Mr Jack 
McGarva committed the 
case to Birmingham Crown 
Court for sentencing, 
saying: “You posed a risk of 
catastrophic harm.” 

Prosecutor Mr David 
Devine said various 999 calls 
were received as other 
drivers spotted the lorry 
driving the wrong way. 

Korbely was remanded in 
custody and will be sen¬ 
tenced at Birmingham 
Crown Court on August 6.

WARNING OVER 
ROGUE TRADERS 


ELDERLY people in Walsall are being urged to be on their 
guard following a rise in the number of rogue traders 
preying on the aged and vulnerable over the past month. 
In one case, a pensioner in Pelsall was conned out of his 
£2,500 savings. 

Council chiefs this week pledged to “hunt these people down” and prosecute 
them to the letter of the law. 

Walsall Police said they will work closely with Trading Standards officers to crack down 
on offenders after an increase in them offering bogus services including repairs, cleaning 


and garden work. 

There have been at least three cases of 
conmen targetting the elderly recently and 
officers are noticing an increase. 

All of the victims have been over 80 and 
large sums of cash have been handed over 
for unnecessary work including gardening 
and pest control services. 

Kevin Pitt, community partnerships 
officer at Walsall Police, said: “Rogue 
traders can sometimes try to convince you 
that an unnecessary job needs doing. 

“They can then use pressure and intimi¬ 
dation to extract large sums of money in 
advance of the work of being completed.” 

In Pelsall an elderly man handed over 
money to three men who came to his home 
in a white van last month and said garden¬ 
ing was needed to deal with a rat infestation.

“We are advising people that if they need 
garden work doing, trees cutting down or 
repairs made to their home they should 
always obtain several written quotes from 
reputable firms and not be intimidated by 
cold callers. 

“The people responsible for stealing from 
our respected senior citizens are the people 
who are quite frankly the disease in our 
society. 

“We will hunt these people down and pros¬ 
ecute them to the full letter of the law.”

Park lido 
is out of 
action all 
summer 

HISTORIC Walsall Arbore¬ 
tum lido will be out of action 
all summer after work to 
revamp and replace it hit 
further delays. 

The much-loved attrac¬ 
tion has been used by fami¬ 
lies since 1953. It is due to be 
replaced with interactive 
water jets after it was con¬ 
demned as unhygienic. 

But Walsall Council chiefs 
have revealed the £250,000 
project will now not start 
until September. The deci¬ 
sion has been taken to min¬ 
imise disruption during the 
busier summer months as 
the main £7.6 million 
restoration of Arboretum 
continues. 

Families 

The new feature was ini¬ 
tially expected to be ready 
ahead of the school holidays. 
It was then due to be later in 
August but bosses have now 
admitted longer delays. 

Leisure chief Councillor 
Anthony Harris said the 
work had been put off to 
enable families to use the 
play area over the summer. 

“Work is also being 
carried out in the main core 
of the Arboretum and the 
last thing families want is 
even more heavy machinery 
or contractors’ vehicles 
using the park,” he said. 

Volunteers for 
the libraries 

OPENING hours will 
increase at some Walsall 
libraries under proposals to 
use more volunteers to run 
services. 

The borough council 
invests more than £6 million 
a year in supporting volun¬ 
tary groups and is looking at 
getting more people to help. 

The use of volunteers is 
already being explored at 
the library and community 
facility at The Square in 
New Invention, which is set 
to have its hours extended 
from September. 

It is among measures 
being looked at by the 
authority’s new Conserva¬ 
tive and Liberal Democrats 
Coalition.

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Friends group aiming to protect The Lea

CAMPAIGNERS who fought a successful 
campaign against plans for hundreds of 
homes to be built on green belt land in 
Walsall have pledged to safeguard its future. 

Plans to build 240 homes on The Lea, in 
Goscote, were dropped following an outcry 
from residents. Now campaigners are 
setting up a Friends group in a bid to protect 
and improve the land near Hardy Road. 

They want to clear the land in the hope it 
can be better used by the community and 
are planning a meeting next week. 

The homes had been planned as part of 
the multi-million pound revamp of the 
Goscote estate. Housing was earmarked on 
The Lea as part of a scheme for 700 homes 
in the area. A new scheme, without incorpo¬ 
rating The Lea, is currently being devel¬ 
oped. 


Councillor Pete Smith was among those 
calling for the land to remain as green belt. 
He said: “There was a large local campaign 
and a 800-name petition. We want houses 
built in this area but on brown belt land, not 
on the green belt. 

“We are now going to form a Friends of the 
Lea group. They will focus on clearing any 
debris away from The Lea and cut back the 
overgrowth.” 

Football 

He said the group will work with Walsall 
Council and other agencies to win funding 
for further improvements. “We would also 
like to put football nets up,” he added. 

The meeting will be held at the Ryecroft 
Resource Centre in Dartmouth Avenue on 
Wednesday, July 18, at 6pm.

Go-karts no 
nuisance, 
says chief 

THE launch of an indoor go- 
karting track and laser tag 
game at a Willenhall busi¬ 
ness park will not impact on 
nearby residents, council 
chiefs say. 

Vacant units at Alvar 
Business Park are being 
transformed into the leisure 
complex, bringing up to 14 
jobs. The proposals for the 
Straight Road site have been 
agreed by the borough’s 
planning committee. 

Concerns 

Hundreds of people 
backed the plans, which also 
include a new vehicle repairs 
and MOT station. 

Concerns were raised 
about noise, parking and 
impact on the character of 
the area. A 49-name petition 
was collected in opposition 
to the scheme. 

But another petition with 
578 signatures claimed the 
leisure facilities were much- 
needed. 

Head of planning David

“would not unduly impact 
on the amneities of the occu¬ 
piers of the flats and residen¬ 
tial properties opposite over 
and above what the indus¬ 
trial re-use of the business 
park could generate.”

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Rain will 
not delay 
waterfront 
scheme 

WORK on the final phase of 
the multi-million pound 
Walsall Waterfront for more 
than 300 homes is on track 
for completion this autumn. 

Despite the bad weather 
developers are confident the 
last stage for 82 canalside 
apartments will be finished 
in September. 

The overall Waterfront 
South project started two 
years ago with the main 111- 
apartment block and 22 
houses completed in Easter 
last year. 

Another 82 apartments 
were handed over to Cald- 
more Housing Association 
earlier this year leaving 
work on the final block, also 
of 82 flats. 

Regeneration 

The regeneration project 
off Wolverhampton Street is 
being carried out through 
Cannock-based developers 
Jessup. Spokesman Ian 
Jackson said: “The schedule 
is still pretty much there. 
They are working inside 
most of the time now.” 

Walsall Waterfront is to 
transform 17 acres and 
create a picturesque water¬ 
side quarter under £65 
million improvement plans. 

On the nearby Waterfront 
North site another scheme 
for a 100-bed Premier Inn 
Hotel is progressing. Whit¬ 
bread are opening the hotel 
in addition to a large 
Brewers Fayre restaurant. 

Death rate at 
hospital failing 

MORTALITY rates at 
Walsall Manor Hospital 
have dropped for the second 
month running, although 
there is no room for compla¬ 
cency, bosses have stressed. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust has vowed to take 
action to tackle high mortal¬ 
ity rates at the hospital. The 
Manor was recently given a 
rating of 108 for standard¬ 
ised mortality rates by 
health information provider 
Dr Foster, with the expected 
level 100. But the board was 
last week told this had 
dropped to 86 in April, fol¬ 
lowing a fall to 95 in March. 

Health chiefs say there is 
still work to do. This is amid 
concerns that figures will 
rise sharply due to the forth¬ 
coming rebasing of the Dr 
Foster index. 

The trust last month 
revealed plans for extra 
weekend and evening con¬ 
sultants along with a review 
of respiratory services. 
Nursing rounds every two 
hours have been brought in. 
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Butcher died after breaking his knee in a fall

Christopher Stanley 


A BUTCHER died after falling over and breaking 
his knee at Birmingham indoor market, an 
inquest heard. 

Christopher Stanley, who worked at Enoch’s in 
the city centre market near the Bullring, slipped 
in a loading bay while collecting a delivery. 

He had hospital treatment and appeared to be 
making a recovery but collapsed at his sister’s 
house eight days later, having suffered a blood 
clot. The 38-year-old, from Walsall, who had been 
about to start a new job, was pronounced dead at 
Walsall Manor Hospital on June 22 last year. 


At Smethwick Coroners Court last week a jury 
recorded a verdict of accidental death. 

Speaking after the hearing Mr Stanley’s sister 
Alison Mornington said they would be getting 
advice from their solicitor before deciding what to 
do next. 

“I am very pleased with the outcome,” she said. 
“I can finally put my brother to rest. As for the 
next step, we will have to wait and see. 

The inquest heard the slip was probably as a 
result of liquid from fish crates in the loading bay 
of the market. Mr Stanley’s leg was put in a 


plaster cast after the fall, and he went to stay with 
Mrs Mornington, who lived next door to him in 
Miner Road, Walsall. 

She was helping him get ready for his first day 
at Morrison’s supermarket in Bescot when he col¬ 
lapsed. 

Dr Ye-Lin Hock, who carried out the post¬ 
mortem, told the hearing Mr Stanley had suf¬ 
fered a blood clot in his right leg and part of this 
had travelled to his lungs, cutting off the blood 
supply. He said that “on the balance of probabili¬ 
ties” the clot was caused by the fall. 


Motorists 'terrified' by 
wrong way juggernaut 


A FOREIGN lorry hurtled more than three miles down the M6 in the 
wrong direction, terrifying motorists before being brought to a halt by 
quick-thinking HGV drivers near Walsall. 

The continental lorry brought chaos to the northbound carriageway after it left Hilton 
Park Services via the wrong sliproad. It travelled down the middle lane of the carriageway 
for three miles until it reached junction 10 for Walsall and Wolverhampton, where three 
lorry drivers formed a barricade to stop it travelling further. 

Terrified motorists who saw the 
lorry coming towards them at 
10.30pm on Saturday called police 
who were on the scene within 
minutes. 

Warning 

The lorry driver tested positive 
for drinking alcohol and was 
arrested for dangerous driving. 

Warning signs had flashed up 
warning drivers of the oncoming 
juggernaut. 

Drivers were also told to slow 
down as the lorry approached, with 
speed limits reduced to 30mph. 

Onlookers said it had been a “ter¬ 
rifying” experience. 

Photographer Jonathan Hipkiss, 
24, of Halesowen, said he had seen 
the lorry around junction 10. “The 
gantry signs were warning drivers a 
vehicle was oncoming and the speed 
limit was brought down to 30mph,” 
he said. “I was travelling in the first 
lane so did not have to change. 

“It was quite scary to see the jug¬ 
gernaut go past in the wrong direc¬ 
tion.” 

Another motorist Collette Henry, 
of Codsall, added: “I could not 
believe what I was seeing. 

“The juggernaut was just coming 
towards me and did not have any 
lights on. I moved lanes and then 
pulled up to call the police.” 

Police hunting man 
who exposed himself 

A MAN indecently exposed himself 
to a woman as she went to pick up 
children from school in Willenhall. 

It happened in Bentley Lane on 
Tuesday, July 2. The man was white, 
in his mid 40s, 6ft tall with black 
collar-length hair. He was thought to 
be driving a black Ford Mondeo with 
a 61 plate. Call Walsall Police on 101. 


M6 lane closures 
hitting drivers 
twice a month 

DRIVERS are being hit with lane closures during 
emergency works on the M6 at an average of twice 
a month, figures have revealed. 

Schemes have included carriageway resurfacing, 
pothole repairs and because of cable thefts along 
the busy stretch between Junction seven at Great 
Barr and 15 at Stoke. The hotspot areas for emer¬ 
gency works resulting in lane restrictions were 
between junction 10 at Walsall and 10a at Essing- 
ton, along with junction eight at Ray Hall Inter¬ 
change. These locations had six projects each. 

There were a total of 25 times where unplanned 
disruptions were needed to carry out work between 
June 2011 to 2012, the Highways Agency said. 

The biggest month for problems was April of this 
year when nine schemes needed to be carried out. 
Bosses insisted every effort was made to minimise 
disruption. Andy Butterfield, service delivery 
manager, for Highways Agency in the West Mid¬ 
lands, said: “Safety for road users and our work¬ 
force is our top priority. Emergency works are 
sometimes essential to get this very busy motor¬ 
way back up to capacity as soon as were are able to. 

Repairs 

“When it is safe to do so, the hard shoulder or 
available lanes are used to allow traffic to 
pass emergency works. 

“Where damage has occurred, we will look to 
carry out the minimum repair necessary and 
return to complete repairs at a time which will min¬ 
imise delays. We continue to work closely with the 
police and other emergency services to minimise 
disruption as much as possible and keep the as 
many lanes as we can open wherever possible.” 

Work on a £126 million scheme to open up 
another section of the M6 hard shoulder to traffic 
is now officially under way.

Bad weather hitting take up of market stalls 


LESS than half of the stalls are 
being taken on market days in 
some parts of Walsall with traders 
blaming the wet weather. 

An average of just 41 per cent of 
spaces are being taken up at 
Bloxwich Market on Tuesdays 
with many spots left empty. Walsall 
Market also struggles on Wednes¬ 
days where there is an average of 
59 per cent of stalls occupied. 


It follows figures showing that 
more than £280,000 was generated 
from council-run pitches in the last 
12 months. 

Deficit 

Although Willenhall made a 
deficit of just over £30,000 the take 
up of stalls on a Wednesday aver¬ 
ages 86 per cent, 75 per cent on a 
Friday and drops again on a Satur¬ 


day to 69 per cent. The main profit¬ 
making event at Walsall Market, 
which brings in over £300,000 and 
helps cover the losses at Willenhall, 
has 98 stalls which peaks at an 
average take up of 90 per cent on 
Mondays. 

Take up is 87 per cent on Satur¬ 
days, 80 on Fridays and 78 on 
Tuesdays before dropping to 59 on 
Wednesdays. 


In Bloxwich the most popular 
day is Friday with 80 per cent of 
stalls on average filled, 68 per cent 
on Saturdays and just 41 per cent 
on Tuesdays. 

Traders said the poor weather 
was having a bearing. 

Promotions and advertisements 
are being used to help boost take 
up by traders said regeneration 
boss Councillor Adrian Andrew. 


Threat lifted from jobs 
of school meals staff 


MORE than 250 catering jobs have been 
saved after Walsall Council axed plans to 
scrap school catering funding. 

The cash-strapped authority was looking at axing the 
£79,000 a year school meal subsidy for more than 70 
primary and secondary schools from September. 

Bosses have confirmed that the proposals for the Walsall 
Catering Service have now been reviewed and dropped. 

There were fears meal prices could rise as schools were 


faced with having to manage 
the food provision them¬ 
selves, using the private 
sector or buying in the 
council-managed service. 
This could have seen 
parents left to cover the 
funding gap. 

Under the proposals it 
would also have seen around 
252 kitchen workers at risk. 

Carwash 
gets the OK 

A CAR wash in Willenhall 
town centre has received 
council permission to con¬ 
tinue operating at its site. 

An application for the 
business, in Lower Lichfield 
Street, had been submitted 
to Walsall Council. It has 
now been granted by plan¬ 
ning officers under dele¬ 
gated powers after no 
objections were received. 

A statement by the appli¬ 
cants said: “The facility on 
Lower Lichfield Street has 
been operating for months 
and does not detract in any 
way from the surrounding 
areas and produces minimal, 
if any, environmental 
impact. 

Thrived 

“The nature of the busi¬ 
ness allows a facility to 
benefit the public and the 
local area of Willenhall. 

“Since opening and begin¬ 
ning operation, the facility 
has thrived without com¬ 
plaint. ”

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New pub, 
shop and 
homes in 
Bloxwich 

THE development of a new 
pub, shop and residential 
complex in Bloxwich will 
help lead regeneration in the 
area, council chiefs say. 

The former Leathern 
Bottle pub is being pulled 
down to make way for a 
three-storey block in Cress- 
well Crescent after receiving 
the backing from planners. 
Up to 10 jobs will be created 
and permission was granted 
despite concerns on noise 
and nuisance. 

The former pub was hit 
with problems in 2009. 
There were two police raids 
and Class A drugs were rec¬ 
overed. 

Head of planning David 
Elsworthy said: “The pro¬ 
posed development would 
assist in regenerating a 
vacant and derelict site.” 

The council rejected previ¬ 
ous plans for shops and 
maisonettes on the site after 
saying developers had failed 
to justify the loss of a pub. 

Six letters of objection 
were lodged with the council 
over the approved scheme 
including concerns over 
noise, attracting groups of 
youths, late opening hours 
and increased traffic. 

Two letters of support 
were submitted stating 
there is no pub in the area at 
present. The pub is expected 
to open between 11am and 
11pm and the shop from 
6am to 9pm. 

Fines threat 
over children 

HEFTY fines will be 
imposed and social services 
called in to deal with young¬ 
sters collecting scrap metal 
on carts in Walsall, council 
chiefs have warned. 

Walsall Council is to 
launch a crackdown after 
concerns were raised about 
the number of youngsters 
involved in collecting scrap 
metal that way. 

Those responsible for the 
children could be fined up to 
£1,000 after the authority 
announced it intends to 
enforce a byelaw regulating 
the employment of children. 

Harmful 

The byelaw, states that 
children are banned from 
occupations “involving the 
likelihood of exposure to 
dang erous or harmful sub¬ 
stances or processes”. 

It includes collecting, 
weighing, loading and trans¬ 
porting scrap metal. It also 
covers other materials, such 
as broken glass, petrol and 
refuse.

A £585,000 scheme to carry out 
repair work at six Walsall schools will 
be rolled out during the summer holi¬ 
days. 

The package will see roof repairs carried 
out, and new windows, heating and fire 
alarms installed. 

Two secondary schools and four primary 
schools are among those to benefit from the 
funding. The scheme aims to deliver 
improved learning environments for pupils 
and families. 


About £150,000 will be spent on replacing 
roofing on the sports hall at Brownhills 
School. 

Alarm 

The final phase of an £80,000 heating 
replacement scheme will be carried out at 
Kings Hill Primary School, Darlaston, while 
fire alarms will be replaced at Meadow View 
Primary, Great Barr, costing £50,000. 

Around £80,000 worth of roofing work 
will be carried out at Palfrey Infants School, 


along with £100,000 of both roof and 
window replacement work at St Francis of 
Assisi Catholic Technology College in 
Aldridge. 

Brownhills West Primary School is in line 
for a £125,000 rewiring and fire alarm 
replacement scheme. 

Work at the school is scheduled to be 
carried out later in the year. 

Kevin Kendall, head of property services 
at Walsall Council, said: “All of these works 
will be taking place over the school summer 


holidays except for Brownhills West which 
will be taking place during the autumn term 
outside of school hours.” 

Improvements 

Money for the work will come from the 
educational capital programme with some 
additional funding from some of the schools 
involved. 

It comes after £800,000 worth of improve¬ 
ments were completed at 11 primary schools 
earlier this year. 


Heritage lottery cash to 
save church paintings 


AN HISTORIC church in Walsall has received a funding boost of 
almost £70,000 towards preserving its distinctive features, including 
rare paintings dating back more than a century. 

Rushall Parish Church has secured cash from the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF)to help 
its £195,000 conservation plans for the building in Leigh Road. It is looking to preserve the 

building’s unique Pre-Raphaelite 
wall paintings, repair its historic 
stained glass windows and carry out 
essential works to the external 
walls. 

The church has been notified that 
it has been awarded £68,000 
towards the scheme through 
Lottery funding and is looking for 
further donations. 

It is the next phase of improve¬ 
ment work for St Michael’s, which 
dates back to 1856, although there 
has been a church at the location 
since 1220. 

A new heating system to stop 
paintings getting damaged was 
installed more than four years ago, 
whilst £27,000 has also been spent 
on fixing the church bells. 

It is hoped all funding for the 
£195,000 conservation scheme can 
be secured by next March so work 
can begin in spring 2013. 

Milestone 

The cash boost has been hailed as 
a najor milestone for the church. 

The Vicar Rev Colin Such said: 
“We are all delighted to receive this 
news which will go a long way to 
help us fund this work which will 
cost £195,000. 

“We shall now be approaching 
other funders as well as stepping up 
our own fund raising efforts.” 

Bob Barnard, spokesman for the 
church, added: “The grant is culmi¬ 
nation of many years hard work and 
devotion by many members of the 
congregation to preserve the wall 
paintings and it will also enable us to 
preserve our beautiful church for 
future generations.” 

The grant is part of £7.5m lottery 
funding to repair 77 Grade II listed 
places of worship. 

Carole Souter, chief executive of 
HLF, said: “Places of worship 
include some of England’s most his¬ 
toric buildings. They sit at the heart 
of our cities, towns and villages and 
continue to play a vital role.”

Downpours delay work 
on Arboretum revamp 


Queen joins celebration

A CHURCH celebrating its 60th 
anniversary has received congratu¬ 
lations from the Queen after it sent 
best wishes for her Diamond Jubilee 
year. 

Members of All Saints in Darlas- 
ton sent the letter to Buckingham 


Palace in recognition of her 60 year 
reign milestone. They highlighted 
how the church was completely 
destroyed during the Second World 
War, but was rebuilt and conse¬ 
crated in October 1952, therefore 
having a similar anniversary 


PERSISTENT heavy rain has 
caused delays to the multi-million 
pound revamp of Walsall’s 
premier park. 

Bosses overseeing the £7.6 million project 
at Walsall Arboretum say the downpours 
that made last month the wettest June on 
record affected work on the main footpaths. 

The majority of landscaping work at the 
huge park is expected to be finished later 
this month. Improvements are to be made 
to the arboretum road entrance and a 
viewing platform will be created on the site 
of the old Broadway toilet block. 

Repairs to the gazebo on the rockery and 
restoration work to the historic stocks is 
also planned to get under way in August. 
New bins and benches are being installed. 

Louise Harris, arboretum project 
manager, said the majority of the park was 
now open to the public. 

Restoration 

She said: “There have been some delays 
due to wet weather as the main footpath 
routes are being finished in a resin bonded 
gravel which can only be laid in dry, sunny 
conditions. 

“Items of work which will be completed in 
August were late additions to the contract 
and include improvements to the arbore¬ 
tum road entrance and restoration work to 
the historic stocks.” 

The arboretum’s £50,000 gallery garden 
recently opened to the public and offers 
local artists, photographers, residents, 
schools and community groups the opp¬ 
ortunity to showcase their work. 

The fifth and final phase of the scheme 
will see the creation of a visitors centre. 
Construction should start later this year 
and be finished in 2013. 

The revamp is being funded through the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and Big Lottery 
Fund, with match funding from Walsall 
Council, Growth Point, Cory Environmen¬ 
tal and Veolia Environmental Trust.

Stretch limos and other vehicles taking teenagers to a 
party at Walsall FC’s Banks’s Stadium were pulled over by 
police and licensing chiefs for random spot checks. The 
checks were part of a crackdown that has taken place over 
the past month. 

Officers found two vehicles operating without the 
required vehicle or driver’s licences, while another was 
being operated with an expired vehicle licence on display. 

Six limousines were found to have mechanical defects and 
were issued with prohibition notices. 

One was also being driven by someone who did not hold 
the appropriate DVLA category licence.

Over the past few years, the popularity of the American- 
style prom has grown in the West Midlands, with teenagers 
finding ever more eye-catching and impressive ways to 
make a big entrance.

THE WAGE bill for agency staff at 
Walsall Manor Hospital soared by 
£171,000 a month in little more 
than a year. Spending on them 
climbed to more than £500,000 in 
May. 

The figures were revealed in a report 
being presented to the board of Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust. 

The trust’s total outlay on temporary 
workers, including a pool of staff called in to 
cover shortages, was £1.23m for the month. 

That figure was around 10 per cent of the 
month’s total wage bill of £11.9m. 

The £500,635 expenditure on agency 
workers was up from around £329,000 in 
April 2011, and comes despite a recruitment 
drive for permanent staff. 

Scrutiny 

Councillor Doug James, who sits on the 
health scrutiny panel at Walsall Council, 
said: “Having increasing costs for agency 
staff is a huge concern. 

“What we want to see on the wards is staff 
teams working closely together and having 
agency staff may not be the best way to 
ensure that going forward. 

“We understand that when the hospital 
desperately needs staff, because of sickness 
absence for example, they may need to use 
agency staff. 

“But we would much prefer to see a 
planned recruitment process making use of 
local talent.”

WHAT a calamitous few years it has 
been. All the great institutions in this 
country which we held dear and gave 
us a sense of pride and even of supe¬ 
riority over our European neighbours, 
perhaps unjustified, have come 
crashing down.

British manufacturing and 
industry has kept its head down and 
nose to the grindstone, no more so than 
in the West Midlands. Despite having to 
battle against politicians and a finance 
sector often unsympathetic to it and at 
times working against it, it has kept 
going. Although only a rump of its 
former self, it is this sector that will 
drag us back. They need all the support 
they can get. First up must be a state- 
owned bank for providing finance to 
this sector, as is done in Germany.

A FORMER school in Walsall 
Wood which has been empty for 
years is to be demolished to 
make way for housing. 

The old St John’s School buildings in 
Walsall Wood will be cleared for homes in in 
plans lodged with Walsall Council. 

The site has been derelict for around a 
decade and a scheme for 12 houses has now 
been put forward for the site off the main 
Lichfield Road. Previous proposals for 
apartments stalled and the latest scheme 
has been scaled back.

The application has been lodged with 
council planners. A decision will be made 
by the planning committee or by officers 
under delegated powers. 

A statement in support of the application 
has been lodged with the authority. Doug 
Eburah, on behalf of the agents Rush Davis 
Chartered Architects, said: “Slight 
improvement in demand for houses has 
sparked tentative interest in the site 
resulting in this application.”

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Real or fake 
gun? Firearm 
police decide 
at 50 yards 



An example of a potentially lethal “homemade” firearm 
AN AK47, an Uzi and an exact replica of the 
handgun used by former Iraqi dictator 
Saddam Hussein - these are just some of the 
guns lurking in the West Midland Police’s 
weapons store. 

A myriad of fierce firearms that have been seized by or 
surrendered to the force are contained within the unit - 
based at a secret location in the region. But despite the thou¬ 
sands of weapons stacked-up on dozens of racks, gun crime 
across the West Midlands is on the decline. 

Last year, only 94 firearms believed to have been used in 
crime were actually seized by the force. 

The difficulty for firearms officers faced with making life 
or death decisions is how to know whether the weapon they 
are faced with is real.The range of guns they come across 
require the need for the force to keep the thousands of deac¬ 
tivated firearms in the weapons store for training purposes. 

But it has emerged that imitation guns, easily sought for 
just a few pounds from a variety of websites, could lead to as 
disastrous a conclusion as the real thing. 

Holding two handguns - one fake and one real despite 
being almost identical in sight and weight - police trainer 
Pc Rob Pedley, a former firearms officer for 11 years, 
described the difficulty officers face. 

“You have to very quicky assess the situation and decide 
what the correct response is,” he said. “It’s very difficult to 
know whether a firearm someone is in possession of is 
genuine or an imitation, and it is even more difficult when 
think about the fact that it could be pitch black and the 
person holding that weapon could 50 yards or more away.” 

What the force is able to do to help ensure officers make 
the correct decision in such situations is train them to the 
highest possible standard. 

Fitness 

More than 200 officers applied to join the firearms unit 
earlier this year. A medical, gruelling fitness test, basic gun 
handling assessment and scenario-based examinations saw 
that number whittled down to 24. Only 12 progress to the 
tactical stages of the course which includes exercises on 
location across the region. 

It is about 15 years since the last fatal shooting by the 
unit, when an officer opened fire on a robber who was 
holding a Birmingham supermarket manager at knifepoint. 

The officer required to pull the trigger that day fronts a 
sobering presentation during the course describing his emo¬ 
tions on having to take someone’s life. 

Chief Inspector Paul Minor, head of the force’s Firearms 
Unit, said: “The perception of firearms units may be 
weapons and fast cars - but in reality it can be a lonely place. 

“Take this scenario: you’ve been called to a potential 
firearms incident at 3am, very low light, when someone 
appears from the shadows, sees you and reaches inside their 
jacket pocket. Are they reaching for a gun? If you see a 
weapon can you be sure it’s a genuine threat or a replica? 

“Sometimes officers need to make split-second decisions 
. . . and decisions that could have catastrophic conse¬ 
quences. Our officers are trained to an exceptionally high 
standard by experts with many years firearms tactical expe¬ 
rience; that’s why I’m confident that in the vast majority of 
incidents they will make the right decision.” 

In the past year 115 people in the West Midlands were 
injured in firearms incidents over the past year. Figures 
show there were 18 firearms incidents in Wolverhampton, 
12 in Sandwell and nine each in Walsall and Dudley during 
that period. 

While firearms officers were deployed to the streets to 
help keep the peace, others workwith youngsters to warn 
them of the stark dangers of gun crime. Pc Pedley runs the 
force’s Guns & Knives Take Lives scheme, which in the past 
two years has reached almost 15,000 children, aged from 11 
upwards. 

“It is well received,” he said. “Some cry, some are shocked. 
If it stops just one young person from associating with 
gangs, guns or knives then it is all worth it.”

The Great Wyrley Performing Arts High 
School pupil is now taking her cuttings, 
photos - and memories of the day - on her latest 
mercy mission to South Africa. 

As part of of Link4Life, a church and schools 
project in Great Wyrley and Chelsyn Hay, 

Hannah is part of a team that helps deprived 
children in the townships. 

She leaves this week for her second visit, after 
first undertaking the project two years ago. 

There, she will help to provide home-based care for fami¬ 
lies that, because of Aids, are predominantly child-led, 
giving the stricken youngsters basic care as well a food, 
support,shelter, education - and above all, hope. 

Yet, until starting dance classes, Hannah, who lives in 
Norton Canes, was low on self-esteem, having struggled at 
school because of dyslexia.

She has since built on that extra condfidence and is now 
studying for A-Level in English, psychology, sociology and 
media. It is a story that gives hope and inspiration to many.

“My message would be just don’t give up, because the only 
person you are giving up on is yourself,” she said.

SOUTHPORT boasts 
the oldest iron pier in 
the UK and it is the 
country’s second 
longest (after 

Southend), which you 
will well believe after 
the bracing 1,216 
yard walk to its slot 
machines at the end. 

But don’t expect to hear 
the waves lapping beneath 
your feet, the tidal range of 
the Irish Sea here is so 
massive that you may have 
to peer from the end of the 
pier to see the white-topped 
breakers in the distance. 

However, that does mean 
one heck of a big beach, that 
gives the locals their nick¬ 
name of Sandgrounders. 
And if you don’t fancy the 
long walk back, there is a 
pier tram or, for the less self- 
conscious, a toy town train. 

Fifteen miles north of Liv¬ 
erpool and just over two 
hours by car from the West 
Midlands, Southport has 
given itself the title 
England’s Classic Resort. It 
does have Victorian elegance 
alongside the bucket-and- 
spade trappings. 

The long, tree-lined and 
flower-festooned Lord 
Street is said to have 
inspired the boulevards of 
Paris. The future Napoleon 
III of France did spend time 
in exile in Southport before 
his triumphant return to 
Paris, where he cleared 
medieval streets to make 
way for wide tree-lined thor¬ 
oughfares. 

Lord Street has lots of 
canopied shops with several 
old style shopping arcades, 
of the sort 1960s planners 
foolishly destroyed in many 
other towns. One of them, 
The Royal Arcade, includes 
a massive antiques/bric-a- 
brac market covering 


30,000ft over two floors. 

The oldest part of South- 
port, Churchtown, pre-dates 
the resort and its thatched 
cottages have been turned 
into tea rooms, restaurants 
and independent shops. 
Nearby is the restful Botanic 
Gardens including an 
unusual, grotto-like Victo¬ 
rian fernery. 

Tattoo 

The receding coastline 
means the town’s Prome¬ 
nade is now alongside the 
large saltwater Marine 
Lake, on which a Mississippi 
style paddle boat cruises. 

New land on the seafront 


has been turned into charm¬ 
ing parkland and 
retail/leisure park Ocean 
Plaza, including a modern 
cinema and ten pin bowling. 

Probably the town’s most 
unusual attraction is the 
Tattoo Museum on Princes 
Street. More than 5,000 
tattoo artefacts are 
crammed into a working 
tattoo artist’s shop, includ¬ 
ing the earliest machines 
and designs dating back to 
Victorian times. Because 
they own the designs, they 
can give you one of those 
vintage tattoos. 

The success of Sefton’s 
golf coast - five champi¬ 


onship links courses within 
a 10 minute drive - has seen 
the arrival of new hotels, 
including the four star 
Ramada Plaza Southport. 

It is part of an imposing 
modern lakeside complex on 
The Promenade, including 
the town’s main theatre and 
conference centre. 

There are more than 100 
restaurants, cafes and tea 
rooms in Southport. I can 
recommend French style 
bistro Auberge and Spanish 
tapas restaurant Finos at 
the Waterfront.

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Mother pens story of 
baby's survival battle 

A MOTHER from 
Hednesford who kept 
a journal about her 
premature baby 
daughter’s battle for 
survival has turned 
her experience into a 
book. 

Becky Meechan hopes her 
words in My Bubble Wrap 
Girl: Sofia’s Story will help 
to raise awareness of pre¬ 
mature births. 

The 38-year-old gave 
birth at 24 weeks to Sofia 
Vercesi in February 2009. 

The baby weighed just lib 
8oz. 

Sofia was born at New 
Cross Hospital in Wolver¬ 
hampton, but was not 
expected to live. Among the 
many complications the 
infant suffered were oxygen 
starvation, a bleed on the 
brain and heart problems 
which required major 
surgery at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital. 

She spent a total of four 
months in hospital, during 
which Becky kept a journal. 

It also led to struggles of 
her own for Becky. Because 
of Sofia’s premature arrival, 

Becky had to give up her Becky Meechan who has written a book about her daughter Sofia’s fight for life 



£27,000-a-year job as a forensic scien¬ 
tist through ill health. 

That in turn led to her losing her 
house and having to declare herself 
bankrupt. 

Her relationship with partner Steve 
was also tested to the limit due because 
of the pressures they were under and 
eventually, just after Christmas 2010, 
she suffered a breakdown, which she 
attributed, in part, to a lack of support 
given to parents in her situation. 

Becky, of Mary Street, Hednesford, is 


much stronger today but us still receiv¬ 
ing counselling. She said: “I’m not sure 
what I expected when I began keeping 
my journal. 

Trauma 

“For over two years I was unable to 
pick it up, I couldn’t face reliving the 
trauma of it. 

“I couldn’t even watch documen¬ 
taries to do with premature babies on 
telly and I still find it hard now. The 
beeps of a life support machine send a 


shiver down my spine.” 

She added: “I want to encourage the 
medical community to provide the emo¬ 
tional support that is so desperately 
needed for a parent facing the potential 
death of their precious child.” 

Becky has signed a contract with an 
American company which requires her 
to sell the first 100 books and has so far 
found 67 buyers.

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Tribute to a brave war veteran 
who deserved better at the end 


THE EIGHT medals hang proudly in the display cabinet 
alongside a picture of Bill Davis as a young man. 

They chart the courageous life under fire of a Second World War hero who 
rapidly rose through the ranks from rating to Petty Officer. 


Mr Davis saw action at the 
Dunkirk evacuation and was 
involved in the relief of Malta while 
serving with distinction throughout 
Europe and beyond. 

He was 150 miles off the coast of 
Japan when the atomic bomb was 
dropped on Hiroshima but returned 
home unscathed. 

Years on he was to die after being 
attacked at his home in Willenhall 
on April 1, four days after his 92nd 
birthday. 

His son Tom, a 56-year-old project 
manager living in Wolverhampton, 
said: “He went to all those danger¬ 
ous places and came back without a 
scratch - then somebody goes and 
kills him in his own back room. It is 
heartbreaking. 

“He never spoke a lot about his 
war service. The details came out in 
dribs and drabs over the years but 
the medals speak for themselves. He 
was a hero who deserved a lot better 
end to his life.” 

Mr Davis was born in Portobello 
in 1920 and claimed to have started 
work at a foundry an hour after 
leaving school at 14. 

Dignity 

He later became a metal polisher 
with lock makers Josiah Parkes at 
their Union Street site in Willenhall 
where he met his wife-to-be Clara. 

Mr Davis signed up in 1939 and 
remained in the Navy until after the 
war, leaving in 1955. He and Clara 
married on July 7, 1943, and the 
couple had been married for 63 years 
when she died, aged 88, in 2006. 
They had two children although 
their daughter Heather died two 



years after her mother, aged 61. 
They had four grandchildren and 
two great-grandchildren. 

His son said: “He was a good 
father who never swore in front of 
me or my mother. 

“He had tremendous dignity, was 
generous to a fault and would have 
given me his last sixpence.” 

As a result of his service during 
the war he was awarded the 39-45 
Star, the Atlantic Star, the Africa 
Star, the Burma Star with Pacific 
Bar, the Italy Star, the War Medal, 
the Long Service and Good Conduct 
Medal and the Soviet Anniversary 
Medal. 

Mr Davis returned to his job at 
Josiah Parkes after leaving the Navy 
and went on to work with other 
firms before joining Willenhall 
Locks where he worked for about 30 
years. He was a devoted Wolves fan, 
had been a keen tennis player, loved 
his garden and retired aged 72. 

He had lived at the semi-detached 
house in Hobley Street, Willenhall, 
for 33 years fiercely independent 
despite needing a stick or frame to 
help him walk. 

His son said: “He was a real gen¬ 
tleman but did not suffer fools 
lightly. He worked hard all his life 
and loved his family. 

“Everybody thought that he 
would not last six months when my 
mum died. When my sister died soon 
afterwards I thought that would be 
it but he had seemed to be one of 
life’s survivors. My wife always said 
that he would out live us.”

The controversial tweet on Walsall Council Twitter feed 


WALSALL Council has apologised after an 
officer “accidentally” posted a message on 
its official Twitter account mocking the Con¬ 
servative Education Secretary Michael Gove. 

The message posted on Saturday evening included a link 
to a picture of Lord Charles, the dummy of ventiloquist Ray 
Alan, and then ended with #saveusfromtheposhboys, 
which was added by whoever had accessed the council 
account. Using a “#” before a word means Twitter users can 
click on it to see other messages about the same subject. 

The message was deleted after Twitter users complained. 

The council claimed its account had been hacked, but its 
Conservative leader has said the official will be “chastised”. 

The council wrote on Twitter: “It appears our account has 
been hacked. We apologise for any offence from earlier 
tweets. This matter is now the subject of an internal inves¬ 
tigation.” 

Tory MP Louise Mensch, a member of the Commons 
culture, media and sport committee, accused the council of 
trying to cover its tracks. 

Removed 

She wrote: “Who wakes up in the morning and thinks T 
know! I’ll hack Walsall Council’s Twitter account’? Tell the 
truth, who posted that?” 

Council leader Mike Bird said: “I am very annoyed by 
what has happened. 

“This tweet was removed as soon as we were made aware, 
and we immediately tweeted a full apology. 

“The offending tweet was live for around 20 minutes until 
it was taken down. 

“Our first reaction was that we were hacked but our find¬ 
ings over the weekend indicate that an individual within the 
communications team had accidentally tweeted from the 
council account they had access to.” 

He added: “The individual will be suitably chastised.”

Famous Army regiment 
that fought to the end 


A CHERISHED military bond forged in 
the Kings Head pub in Lichfield 307 
years ago has been broken. The fight¬ 
ing force formed during a meeting on 
March 25,1705, linked the army to the 
people of the Black Country and 
Staffordshire. 

For three centuries, generations served with 
distinction on the world’s battlefields in what 
became known as the Staffordshire Regiment. 

The courage of those soldiers is remembered in 
memorials such as the frieze at Walsall Town Hall 
commemorating the breaking of the Hindenburg 
Line on September 30 1918, a vital step towards 
the ending of the First World War. 

The Staffords were the only British battalion to 
be awarded two Victoria Crosses in the same 
engagement during the Second World War and the 
bravery of its troops continued through the 
Northern Ireland conflict to the Iraq War where 
they helped free 127 prisoners and destroy the

hated Jamiat police base in Basra on Christmas 
Day 2006. 

The two VCs won by the Staffords in the Second 
World War were won at Arnhem in September 
1944 by Lance Sgt John Baskeyfield and Major 
Robert Cain, whose daughter is married to TV 
host Jeremy Clarkson. Both were serving with the 
South Staffords Regiment which merged with the 
North Staffords to form the Staffords in 1959. 

Another Staffords hero was L/Cpl Coltman from 
Burton on Trent who did not carry a weapon 
because he was a Quaker but operated as a 
stretcher bearer and won the VC, the DSM and 
Bar and the Military Medal and Bar, being 
awarded the five medals for his bravery in collect¬ 
ing casualties over 17 months during the First 


World War. He survived conflict. The name of the 
Staffordshire Regiment and its famous Stafford¬ 
shire Knot cap badge disappeared during the 2007 
revamp of the army that created the Mercian Reg¬ 
iment through the merger of the Cheshire and the 
Worcestershire and Sherwood Foresters regi¬ 
ments with the Staffords. 

They were then split into three separate battal¬ 
ions on the lines of the previous regiments and the 
3rd Battalion The Mercian Regiment (3Mercian) 
became the new Staffords. Now 3Mercian is to be 
axed in another restructuring of the British Army. 

3Mercian returned from a tour of duty on the 
front line in Afghanistan last year during which 
one of its soldiers was shot dead while on patrol 
and several others were wounded. 

The battalion is among a handful of mechanised 
infantry units in the British Army with its troops 
trained to use Warrior vehicles as well as conven¬ 
tional ‘light’ infantry skills.

Baby you can drive my car... it's a hit from a modern Beetle 


MY first car was a green VW 
Beetle and I have fond memories 
of learning to drive and after 
passing my test exploring the 
country with my new found 
freedom. 

It wasn’t always plain sailing and 
having some mechanical ability certainly 
helped. Nevertheless, I have always held 
the Beetle in high esteem. 



Some pundits have suggested that new 
Beetle has evolved from the original: I dis¬ 
agree. If you take a look at the Porsche 911 
you can see a direct line back to the origi¬ 
nal. Not so with the Beetle, the new one 
has front engine, front wheel drive so for 
me it is a homage to the original. If this 
sounds like I disapprove of the new 
Beetle then you are mistaken. For 
a start the latest incarnation of 
the Beetle has moved forward 
the latest shape the 
most obvious change 
being the rear 
light clusters 
which I was 
\ not struck 
on. 

It is only 
when you 
compare 
directly 
with the 


model before you see the significant body 
changes that have been made. That said it 
is still unmistakably a Beetle. 

Opening the driver’s door reveals a 
colour coded dashboard that is not dissim¬ 
ilar to my first car and gives a perspective 
which I think is unique in today’s cars. 

The dashboard is clearly laid out with 
what has to be the largest fuel gauge I 
have ever seen. 

Illuminated 

Then I spotted the Fender decal on the 
door speakers. This is a £500 upgrade that 
gives 400watts of power a subwoofer in 
the boot and illuminated door speakers. It 
is worth every penny if you enjoy listening 
to your music. 

What does differ dramatically from my 
first car is the performance and the han¬ 
dling. The 1.4 engine is a peach and some¬ 
times it is difficult, because of the 
performance to believe it is not bigger. It 
pulls with an eagerness that encourages 
you to explore its full power. A combined 
fuel consumption of 40mpg also means 
that this performance does not need to 



break the bank. Handling is superb and 
the Beetle can be thrown into corners 
confidently with suspension that is per¬ 
fectly matched to the performance. 
Steering is precise and allows you to place 
the car accurately on the road. 

As a driver’s car the Beetle does not 
disappoint and the levels of grip available 
mean that it is sportier than it first 
appears. 

So it is unfair to compare the new 
Beetle with the old? I think it is. The orig¬ 
inal Beetle has a cult following and hails 
from a different era when requirements 
for cars in a competitive market were not 
as strenuous as they are now. But, the new 
Beetle has much to commend it. From a 
performance perspective the Beetle pro¬ 
vides great fun from its 1.4 engine. Han¬ 
dling is up there with cars with far more 
sporty pretensions and it is practical too. 

Is it a worthy successor to the original? 
I think unequivocally it has to be yes. 

Purists will probably hate it but the 
new Beetle still has no equal in the looks 
stakes and with modern performance it is 
difficult to fault.

TESTING the Vauxhall Astra Sports Tourer 
proved to be a bigger surprise than expected. 
Because this isn’t just an extended Astra. In 
fact this model is a very good alternative to 
the many compact MPVs or 4x4s on the 


market at the 
moment. 

And striking Sports 
Tourer branding makes 
this Vauxhall stand out in 
any company meaning it is 
anything but the boring 
estate I was expecting to 
see arriving for test. 

The characteristics of the 
Astra have been cleverly 
transposed to the Sports 
Tourer. The slim, sharp 
“eagle-eye” headlight 
treatment, low and wide 
mounted indicator lights, 
combined with the wide, 
low radiator grille, make an 
immediate impact. 

Outwardly flowing lines 
that seamlessly bring the 
wing profile into the A 
pillars highlight dynamic 
sporting aerodynamics. 

The Astra Sports 
Tourer’s 165bhp 2.0-litre 
CDTi proved to be a power¬ 
ful and extremely spacious 
number. Compared to some 
of its main competition 
Vauxhall re-sale prices are 
not noted as being up there 
with the best but I suspect 
the biggest market for this 
model will come from fleet 
business. 

It looks great inside and 
out with an attractive 
cabin, built with good 
looking plastic. There’s 
impressive head and leg 
room up front and in the 
back where rear seat pas¬ 
sengers soon expressed 
their impressed views. 

Higher specification ver¬ 
sions of the Sports Tourer 
are fitted with the FlexFold 
seating system allowing 
both sections of the 60/40 
split rear bench to be folded 
down at the touch of a 
button. 

With all of the rear seats 
folded down, the Sports 
Tourer gains a flat load 
floor and a total capacity of 
1,550 litres. There’s a 
further 25-litres of space in 


cubbyholes and pockets 
doted around the cabin. 

There’s a wide range of 
engine options and trim 
levels and there’s an option 
list to satisfy just about all 
demands. 

Standard equipment on 
all Astras includes ESR six 
airbags, air conditioning, 
LED daytime running 
lights and electric windows. 

You have to upgrade to 
Exclusive trim to add cruise 
control and stereo controls 
on the steering wheel, and 
to SE or SRi for standard 
alloy wheels. 

Other options include 
mood lighting, sports seats 
and adaptive front lights 
which adapt to the weather 
and road ahead. 

Functional 

Vauxhah’s cabins are 
noted for their functional 
rather than futuristic set¬ 
ups and the Astra Tourer is 
no different - though the 
controls are well signposted 
and everything is where 
you would expect it to be 
which is not always the case 
these days. 

Where the Sports Tourer 
scores top marks is its 
smooth ride with a sharp 
responsive drive and plenty 
of grip though you have to 
remember this model is at 
the top of the range so you 
get what you pay for. 

The Astra’s suspension 
is silent, road noise well 
suppressed and the engine 
surprisingly quiet. 

You have to upgrade to 
Exclusive trim to add cruise 
control and stereo controls 
on the steering wheel, and 
to SE or SRi for standard 
alloy wheels. 

Vauxhall have got things 
right on the button with 
the Sports Tourer and with 
big things expected at 
Ellesmere Port you can 
expect to see more and 
more Astras on the road.

Stars might go, but only for big money 


WOLVES may cash in on £10m- 
rated pair Steven Fletcher and 
Matt Jarvis - but only for “once-in- 
a-lifetime offers”. 

Manager Stale Solbakken held 
talks with the pair as the squad 
returned to Compton for pre¬ 
season training. 

Sunderland, Stoke and Fulham 
want Fletcher and the Potteries 
club have a long-standing interest 
in Jarvis, but no offers have been 
made for either player, who both 
have three years left on their con¬ 
tracts. 

The Norwegian boss said the 
pair will join next week’s training 


camp in Ireland and will honour 
their contracts for as long as they 
are with Wolves. 

But he admitted their futures 
are unclear. “I spoke to both of 
them and it’s always like this when 
you have a contract and you have 
other possibilities,” said the boss. 

“At the moment they’re Wolver¬ 
hampton players but there can be 
big fish out there who suddenly 
come in with a once-in-a-lifetime 
offer for them, and also a very good 
deal for the club. We have to make 
sure we’re ready for that. 

“Jarvis and Fletcher are good, 
attractive players, and know they

can attract interest from the 
Premier League clubs. They prob¬ 
ably think there’s an opportunity.” 

Asked if he anticipated losing 
them, Solbakken hinted that their 
prices may be prohibitive. 

“I think it’s impossible to say,” 
he said. “The expectations from 
the club and the player could also 
be too big and they’re both worth a 
lot on and off the pitch. 

“On the other hand, as I told 
both players ‘you could break your 
leg or damage your knee ligament 


tomorrow but I won’t say I won’t 
pay you your money for the next 
three years’. 

“That’s why we have contracts, 
and I expect them to honour the 
contract while I’m here, 100 per 
cent. Both said they had no 
problem with that.” 

Solbakken is also considering 
the future of Michael Rightly as he 
goes about shaping his squad for 
the new season. 

Rightly - along with Christophe 
Berra, Stephen Hunt, Sylvan 
Ebanks-Blake, Nenad Milijas, 
Ronald Zubar and Adlene Gue- 
dioura - is out of contract at the 


end of June, when he will be enti¬ 
tled to leave on a Bosman free 
transfer. 

In the past, Wolves have secured 
players on long-term deals before 
contracts are due to expire. But 
Solbakken is putting talks on hold. 

“Sometimes you have to let 
players sit out their contract 
because you can maybe get a fee for 
them,” said the boss. “But then 
you have to weigh up that fee with 
whether you are strengthening or 
weakening the football club and 
what can you get back for that 
money on a short-term basis by 
getting a new player.” 


Straw turns into gold 

with 1,500m triumph 


RUNNER Becky Straw grabbed a gold medal 
for the West Midlands in the Aviva English 
track and field championships in Gateshead. 

Straw, who runs for Cannock and Stafford AC, won the 
senior girls’ 1,500m race. The 17-year-old clocked four 
minutes 27.18 seconds as she held off Avon’s Olivia Sadler 
in second and Ratherine Turner in third. 


“I am really pleased with 
the gold,” said Straw. “I 
wanted to get a medal here, 
but I know nobody was going 
to hand it to me on a plate. 

“I spoke to my coach 
beforehand and he said that

“I have the same coach as 
Hannah England (world 
silver medalist).

Cannock and Stafford AC 
had a total of 10 athletes 
taking part. Emma Ham- 
plett threw a personal best 
and club record of 39.57 
metres to win the Under-15 
girls javelin and go to No. 1 in 
the UR rankings. Club 
members Lucy Heap and 
Harry Marshall threw 
30.50m and 45.18m respec¬ 
tively.
